Employment of Unqualified Persons by Insurance 

Companies 
The Medico-Political Committee has recently dealt with 
acomplaint by a hospital surgeon that a certain insurance 
company had advised a patient who was being treated 
at a hospital for injuries caused by an accident to undergo 
a course of treatment by an osteopath. The insurance 
company paid the very substantial fees of the osteopath, 
and subsequently, the treatment having failed, sent the 
patient back for treatment to the hospital, to which it 
paid nothing. Representations were made by the Asso- 
ciation to the insurance company, with very satisfactory 
Tesults. The company, realizing that such action was not 
likely to improve its relations with the medical profession, 
and also recognizing that the money spent on the osteo- 
Path had been wasted, has given an assurance that it will 

hot employ unqualified practitioners in the future.

METROPOLITAN COUNTIES BRANCH: SOUTH 
MIDDLESEX DIVISION 


‘ADDRESS ON CONVULSIONS IN CHILDREN 

4 meeting of the South Middlesex Division was held on 
Qctober 21st at the Teddington and District Memorial 
Hospital, when Dr. H. C. Cameron delivered an instructive 
jddress on the causes, significance, and treatment of con- 
yisions in children. 

Dr. Cameron divided such convulsions into two main 
groups, according to their etiology—namely, the organic and 
the metabolic. He distinguished three classes of organic 
convulsions: (1) cases of primary amentia, in which the fits 
were symptomatic, and in which there were nearly always 
other stigmata, such as skeletal deformity, visual defect, lack 
of taste perception, and irregularity in formation of the 
yentrices of the brain, as shown by skiagraphy after the 
injection of air ; (2) traumatic cases, due to tentorial tearing 
at birth. These diplegic cases, through injury to the motor 
and sensory cortex, lagged behind in development, but the 
children were not mentally deficient ; they had unusually 
retentive memories, and were very persevering, but tended to 
be recluse in habit. The convulsions were difficult to control, 
but it was important that they Should be stopped, since they 
led to mental deterioration. Dr. Cameron emphasized the 
pint that these children were intelligent, and could learn 
to do almost anything ; they often had great aptitude for 
mathematics. (3) Post-encephalitic cases. 

Two classes of metabolic convulsions were distinguished— 
the spasmophilic and the epileptiform. Spasmophilia was 
generally accompanied by rickets, both conditions being due 
to calcium deficiency. The incidence of this group was 
familial, and the disease was generally confined to infants. 
The three classical signs of spasmophilia were: (1) irritability 
of the facial nerve—tapping in front of the ear would cause 
flickering of the eyelids ; (2) Trousseau’s test—pressure on the 
brachial artery and accompanying nerves in the arm—would 
cause clenching of the hand; (3) Erb’s sign—twitching of 
the muscles, for example, of the-thenar eminence—would be 
produced by one-tenth of the normal current. In these cases 
any stimulus might give rise to a convulsion, which was 
quite commonly evoked in the course of examining a child. 
In true epilepsy, however, the fit was rarely seen by the 
doctor. The prognosis was absolutely good. Treatment 
consisted of cod-liver oil, or radiostoleum, ultra-violet light, 
and calcium therapy, usually in the form of the bromide 
salt. Passing to epileptiform convulsions, Dr. Cameron 
emphasized the importance of differentiating the two groups 
concerned. In the first came the nervous, excitable child who 
suffered from acidosis, and in whom convulsions were brought 
on by excitement, nervous strain, or an attack of acidosis. 
They could sometimes be initiated if the child could be 
induced to hold its breath. They tended to occur in the 
tarly morning as a result of the ketosis produced by the 
night's starvation. The prognosis was good, since there was 
no tendency to mental deterioration. The treatment was a 


high carbohydrate diet, with limitation of fats. In the case 
of the true epileptic the fit might occur at any time, possibly 
during attacks of alkalosis ; they could sometimes be initiated 
by forced breathing. The prognosis was not so good, owing 
to the resulting mental and neurological deterioration. Treat- 
ment in severe cases consisted of starvation leading to 
ketosis; in other cases a ketogenic diet, with luminal or 
bromide therapy, was employed. 

The address was enthusiastically received. After some 
discussion and questions, to which Dr. Cameron replied, 
a hearty vote of thanks was carried, on the proposal of 
Drs. Nasu and Camps, seconded by Dr. Wooprorre.

METROPOLITAN CouNTIES BRANCH: CAMBERWELL DiIvISION 


A meeting of the Camberwell Division was held at St. Giles’s 
Hospital, Camberwell, on October 20th, when Dr. PorTER- 
SMITH was in the chair. 

Mr: Puitip.Mitcsincr gave a most interesting address on 
the surgical treatment of burns. He described the methods 
in popular favour, but advocated the use of tannic acid. In 
his opinion the results obtained were better than those 
following other forms of treatment. He stressed the impor- 
tance of thorough preparation of the area involved, such as 
the removal of dead tissue and the final application of spirit 
and ether. Mr. Mitchiner recommended the use of morphine 
in full doses in place of a general anaesthetic. The drug 
in smaller doses could safely be given to children. The 
address was followed by a discussion. 

On the motion of the CHarrMan, seconded by Dr. Titsury, 
a vote of thanks was accorded the lecturer. 


METROPOLITAN CouNnTIES BRANCH: KENSINGTON DiIvISION 


A meeting of the Kensington Division was held at the Great 
Western Royal Hotel, Paddington, on November 4th. An 
address entitled ‘‘ The treatment of chronic leg ulcers,’’ illus- 
trated by a cinematograph film, was delivered by Mr. A. 
Dickson WRIGHT. The meeting was largely attended, and 
many members took part in the subsequent discussion. 
A vote of thanks to Mr. Dickson Wright, proposed by Mr. 
McApam Eccles and seconded by Dr. MartLey, was carried 
unanimously. 


METROPOLITAN CouNTIES BRANCH: LEWISHAM DIVISION 


A meeting of the Lewisham Division was held at the Town 
Hall, Catford, on October 20th, with Dr. Witttam O’Brien 
in the chair. An address entitled ‘‘ The treatment of malig- 
nant disease from the standpoint of radiation’’ was given 
by Dr. C. E. Irepert. He said that in the early use of 
x rays the skin was injured, but x rays and radium did not 
burn inanimate objects. Embryonic cells were more easily 
destroyed than normal cells. Radium was early applied to 
rodent ulcers. Radium was an x-ray plant in miniature, with 
rays of greater penetration. <A second application of radium 
was less effective than the first, and the third still less 
effective. Radium was uncertain in action. It was most 
suitable for small growths, though it reduced the size of large 
growths. Surgery was still essential, for mortality had not 
been reduced. Mr. RicHarpson described his operative results 
in nineteen cases of carcinoma of the breast. Drs. 
BRacKkEN, O’Brien, Meyrick, and CHARSLEY joined 
in the discussion. A vote of thanks to the lecturer was 
carried, on the proposal of Dr. Bucuan. 

Dr. CHARSLEY then made an appeal for medical charities, 
and it was agreed to ask six members to make personal 
appeals in their postal districts. 


MIDLAND BRANCH: CHESTERFIELD DIVISION 


Inaugurating the winter session of the Chesterfield Division 
on October 16th, Dr. W. T. Woop chose as his subject ‘‘ The 
general practitioner of forty years ago.’’ He gave many 
glimpses of the terms of service and conditions governing 
assistantships. First, comparing the salary of £70 indoor 
with the present one of £300 or so, he mentioned that the 
assistant was often expected to live in the kitchen, being at 
the same time wholly responsible for the night work, of 
which there was a great deal more than there is now, and 
could expect no weekly or annual holiday. The dress of the 
day was contrasted with that of to-day. At that time there 
were no such aids to practice as x rays or biochemistry, no 
easy access to hospitals, no telephones, no motor cars, no 
ambulances, and no electric light. Consultations could only 
be obtained with much delay and ditficulty. Locomotion 
was by means of horse and trap for the affluent, push-bicycle 
or Shanks’s mare for the others. 

The coming of the Insurance Act changed the life of the 
general practitioner considerably, one of the changes for the 
worse being the loss of the old idea of the ‘* family dector ’’ 
and ‘‘ confidant.’’ There were then no records to keep, or 
divisional and regional medical officers to inspect them. Club 
practice was severe, competition was strong, the fees were 
microscopic, and the sword of dismissal hung annually over 
one’s head. The treatment of all infectious diseases was 
carried out in the patients’ homes, there being no isolation 
hospitals as now.

He then set out his methods of procedure, important 
being attached to the great value of team work in renderimg 
brain surgery as successful as it might be. Mr. Dott cor 
cluded by mentioning the various tumours found, and 
recording in detail illustrative cases where remarkable result 
had been obtained as the result of following his programm. 
In 450 cases the mortality had been 8 per cent. ; relief i 
two years had ensued in 20 per cent. ; an estimated peril 
of relief from two to fifteen years in 22 per cent. ; anda 
permanent cure in 50 per cent. }

The second 
qse showed the remote effects of inadequately treated chronic 
ifido-cyclitis. Pupil occluded by a dense white membrane, 
apparently attached to the outer surface of the lens. The third 
yas a young girl with well-marked lupus erythematosus ; in 
addition to the typical bats-wing eruption there were small 
additional and newer patches on the cheeks and on the front 
of the chest. 

Mr. Stewart showed a boy of 6 years of age with a 
condition resembling Dupuytren’s contracture in the hand ; 
a radiograph, however, demonstrated marked osteo-porotic 
changes in the bones of the ring and little fingers, and the 
diagnosis was doubtful. He suggested yaws as an etiological 
factor, and was treating the patient with arsenicals. He 
also showed a patient with a lesion of the central nervous 

tem, with a possible diagnosis of brain tumour, but 
without definite localizing signs. 

’ Dr. E. P. Hicxs showed a specimen of A. gambiae experi- 
mentally infected with M. bancrofti; the filaria could be 
seen emerging from the proboscis.

Avenue, Southampton, the authority granted by the Regula- 
tiens made under the Dangerous Drugs Act, 1920, to persons 
who lawfully keep open shop for the retailing of poisons 

In possession of and supply raw opium, coca leaves, 
and Indian hemp, or to manufacture any extract or tincture 
of Indian hemp, or any preparation, or to carry on the 
business of retailing, dispensing, or compounding the drugs 
or preparations to which Part III of the Act applies. Any 
Person supplying Mr. Ritchie with raw opium, coca leaves, 
or Indian hemp, or any of the drugs or preparations to which 
Part III of the Act applies will be committing an offence 
against the Acts.

ALLEGED LAX CERTIFICATION 

S1r,—If medical men have ever been guilty of widespread 
lax certification certainly this caanot be the case at present. 
Indeed, tHe increased certification lags behind the increased 
sickness. 

Many an insured patient persists in continuing work when, 
in truth, medically unfit (although not physically incapable), 
fearing dismissal if he should stay off for a week or so until 
fully recovered. A quite different factor influences the un- 
employed person. He may find that the unemployed benefit 


exceeds the amount of sickness pay, and, consequently, he © 


may struggle to the exchange on the appointed day to draw 
his ‘‘ dole ’’—a man incapable of work, but not incapable of 
signing the unemployment register in the next street. 

It would thus appear that when trade has generally im- 
proved the societies will have a still greater aggregate of 
sickness claims to face.—I am, etc.,

REMUNERATION OF INSURANCE PRACTITIONERS 

Sir,—I have read the article on the remuneration of national 
health insurance practitioners, by Dr. R. M. Pearce, in the 
Supplement of November 7th, with the greatest care and 
growing interest. I must say that the suggestions put forward 
by the writer are excellent and the examples most enlightening. 

While I agree in the main with Dr. Pearce’s scheme, may 
I make a suggestion which I think would be helpiul? Instead 
of giving the insured person relief by reducing his weekly 
contribution by a halfpenny, I would suggest that, providing 
the insured person did not require medical treatment or 
sickness benefit during the financial year, he should be re- 
funded a sum equivalent to one-halfpenny per week's con- 
tribution. 

This would be an incentive to the insured not to be 
‘* sick ’’ if he could possibly help it, and it would certainly 
lead to less treatment. of unnecessary ailments, seeing that he 
would save the 3d. fee suggested by Dr. Pearce and. also 
receive a bonus from the insurance funds. To my mind it 
would solve the question of: (1) Excessive prescribing. (2) 
Certification. It would save the medical man’s time, which 
could be devoted to attention to sick people. The saving 
of Nos. 1 and 2 would help considerably to pay for the cost 
of drugs, etc., in the treatment of the genuinely ill.—

Sir,—Dr. R. M. Pearce’s article advocating inter alia a 
capitation fee graduated according to the size of panel list 
raises many interesting points ; but there are variable factors 
additional to those he mentions, which probably make a flat 
rate the fairest of all. The amenities of life of the practi- 
tioner with a small list in a residential suburb are far superior 
to those ‘‘ enjoved’’ by the practitioner who lives, and 
works, in a densely populated industrial area. I have been 
an assistant in both classes of practice, and there is no doubt 
which life is the pleasanter. Again, the man with a large 
industrial list will often have negligible opportunities for any 
remunerative private practice. The small panel in the suburbs 
may be an adjunct to a large private practice, and is not 
necessarily any more indication of the age of the practice 
than it is of the age of the practitioner! 

I know of one practitioner who within eight years of start- 
ing to practise has reached the maximum number permitted, 
and this in an area which has not increased in population. 
The suggestion that the successful man who has worked hard 
should now receive remuneration on a lower scale as a penalty 
for success when he has already to contend with a higher 
rate of income tax illustrates, perhaps, a tendency of an 
age which seeks to reduce all to a level of mediocrity, suppress 
competition, and restrain initiative-—I am, ete.,
